Tho prohibitions mentioned in this Scripture embrace all manner of busi- 
theses transactions which are entered into for the purpose of making gain. 


According to the requirements of the ancient law, even the food markets had 


to be closed on the Sabbath day. This in Christian countries would, at the 
present time, seem a great hardship; but it wasa regulation which naturally 
grew out of the observance of the commandment to provide the seventh day’s 
food on the sixth day. To some who are accustomed to modern ways and 
the regulations of the Almighty respecting the Sabbath may seem, 
: m what bas been said already, quite strict; but a passage from the writings 


of the Prophet Isaiah shows us that they take cognizance of a far wider field 
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than any yet noticed. He says: “If thou turn away thy foot from the ab- 
bath, from doing thy pleasure on my holy day; and’call the sabbath a delight, 
the holy of the Lord, honorable; and shalt honor him, not doing thine own 
ways, nor finding thine own pleasure, nor speaking thine own words: then 
shalt thon delight thyself in the Lord; and I will cause thee to ride upon the 
high places of the earth, and feed thee with the heritage of Jacob thy father: 
for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it” (Isa. lviii, 13, 14). 

To observe the Sabbath day properly, according to this Scripture, it is 
necessary :—l1st, That men shall not endeavor to gratify themselves by seek- 
ing their own pleasure; they must on that day refrain from engaging in many 
enjoyments or amusements which, on other days, may be perfectly inBocent. 
The Sabbath is a holy day, not a holiday. 2nd. That they do not walk ia 
their own way; they must not continue to pursue, on that day, the ordinary 
avocations of life. 3rd. That they do not speak their own words; their con- 
versation must be serious, and as is befitting a day of holinesa This will 
exclude conversations on ordinary subjects of gossip, horse racing, football 
matches, theatres, and a multitude of other things that minister no profit to 
the speaker or hearer. 4th. That they esteem the day honorable and holy 
unto the Lord; and manifest their reverence by sanctifying it in their acts 
and conversation. Sth. That they, on that day, specially honor God by wait- 
ing upon Him at the times of public worship, and by meditating upon His 
word] eto. | 
It may be looked upon as quite Puritanical in these times to speak of the 
necessity of keeping the Lord's day in the manner which has been thus 
pointed ont; but we have no hesitancy in saying that until the people do 
return to the ancient practice of sanctifying the Sabbath they never shall 
“ride upon the high places of the earth, nor be fed with the heritage of 
Jacob their father.” 

The sin of desecrating the Sabbath was, according to the law of Moses, 
punishable with death, as we learn from the following passages: 

And the Lord spoke unto Moses, saying, 8 thou also unto the children 
of Israel, saying, Verily my sabbaths ye s keep: for it is a sign between 

and you throughout your generations; that ye may koow that lam the 
that doth sanctify you. Ve shall keep the sabbath therefore; for it is 

holy unto you: every one that defileth it shall surely be put to death: for 
whosoever doeth any work therein, that soul shall be cut off from among his 
people. Six days may work be done; but in the seventh is the sabbath of

Axsout Uran Arrains.—We publish this week some statements by Presi- 
dent Woodruff, and also an editorial from the Deseret News, bearing upon 
the present situation of affairs in Utah. In order that our readers may 
better understand the case, we will make a few brief explanations. A short 
time ago John Moore, a member of the Church, applied to the proper court 
for naturalization according to the laws of the United States. The s-“ Liberal” 
party, which represents the anti- Mormon” elements and disaffected Mor- 
mons,” is striving hard to obtain control of the municipal government of Salt 
Lake City at the approaching election which occurs in February; and in 
order to further their ends, the so-called “ Liberals” are resorting to every 
species of tactics known to political chicanery. Moore's application for citi- 
senship was contested on the ground that “Mormonism” as a system is 
criminal and hostile to the government of the United States. 

As illustrating the flimsy character of the evidence upon which the . 
“ Liberal” party is bolstering up its cause, we cite the testimony given by a 


man named Wardell, who deposed that in 1863, at a place about twenty miles

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west of Green River in Utah, an apostate named Green, who was traveling 
with quite a large company, was murdered. An effort was made before the 
court to show that the alleged killing of Green was in line with the teachings 
which are given in the “ Mormon” Temples, Wardell’s own children, how- 
ever, flatly contradicted the evidence given by their father, nor could any 
other one who was in the train at the time of the alleged murder be produced 
who knew anything of the affair, because there was no man murdered. Again, 
it was claimed that every Elder who took upon himself the Temple obliga- 
tions, had entered into a solemn compact to attempt the overthrow of the 
U. S government. In rebuttal, the sworn evidence of Apostles and Elders 
of the Church; who are perfectly familiar with the Temple work, was intro- 
duced, showing that nothing of the kind was ever proposed; but on the con- 
trary, the Temple instructions are all pure and good, apostates even testify- 
ing to the same facts; but notwithstanding this, the press of the country is 
apparently trying to rouse the anti- Mormon” feelings to the highest tension, 
doubtless, as is pointed out by President Woodruff, with a view to secure 
additional Congressional legislation this winter against the Mormons,” 


The power which is manifesting itself in these proceedings is the same

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarised from Territorial Papers. ) 


The metting-house at Spanish Fork narrowly escaped being burned to the 
ground on the 2ist ult. 
The Union Pacific R.R. Company have decided to extend the Utah Central 


RR. through to California. The contract for grading the road from Milford 
to Pioche has already been awarded, and work has commenced. 


Quite a lively time has been going on for some time past in real estate circles 
in Provo Oity. Property that last year was being offerred for $40 per foot 
frontage, was bought recently by Mr. Wm. Probert, real estate agent, for $100 
per foot. A Pueblo agency is now starting into the business, and parties 
even go from Logan and Salt Lake City to handle property there. The county 
recorder says the transfers of real estate made in his office are very large. 


Orban Fort, Utah, Nov. 21.—[Special correspondence of the Deseret 
News.}—The inhabitatants of this little settlement are having a very serious 
time this fall. Almost every family has been afflicted with malarial fever. 


‘Quite a number of children-are now very ill with the malady. Four deaths 


have oocurred within the last few weeks and other patients are very low. 
Crops were almost a failure caused by drouth. Only 700 bushels of small 
grain was threshed—the average yield has been from 15,000 to 20,000 bushels 
of grain. The bay and potato crops were correspondingly meagre. Alto- 
gether the good people of Cedar Fort are undergoing quite a series of ills, 
The committee of the Utah Sugar Company reported their recommenda- 
tions recently by the board of directors. Their report was received and their 
recommendations were adopted. It was unanimously determined to proceed 
forthwith with the erection of a factory. The report reads in part as follows : 
“Your committee to whom you have delegated the responsibility of reoom- 
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mending whether or not the prodaction and manufacture of sugar is feasible 

and practicablé and can be made profitable in Utah, and of selecting a ‘site 

for the location of a factory, respectfully report that for the reason herewith 

| set forth, we consider the industry entirely feasible and practicable, and we 
have no hesitation in recommending it as a worthy enterprise and a reasonably 
profitable investment. The many partial, and in some instances, entire fail- 
ures of home industries which have occurred amongst us, and the compara- 
tively large amount of money required to establish this enterprise, have 
occasioned a very close and searching investigation and careful weighing of 
possibilities for and against its success, and the possible contingencies which 
have been so freely brought forward as appareftly insurmountable difficulties 
have caused a very healthy ventilation of the subject, which, however, has 
only resulted in showing its strength and its palpable advantages.” 

OCataary, N. W. T., Nov. 19th.—There is considerable excitement among 
the authorities at Lithbridge and Fort McLeod over the visit to the territory 
of a large party of Mormons from Salt Lake City. Tue party includes Presi- 

dent Woodruff, of the Mormon church ; George Q. Cannon, late delegate of 
Congress from Utah ; Brigham Young, jr., and Bishop Smith, a nephew of 
the Mormon prophet, Joseph Smith. Their unexpected visit is for the pur- 
pose of inspecting the working of the Mormon colony near Fort McLeod and 
to make arrangements for providing homes for several thousand Latter-day 
Saints, some of whom are now en route from Europe. President Woodruff 
says that owing to the prosecution of the Mormons by the United States 
authorites in Arizona and Utah, it had been decided to make a partial change 
of base and that next spring thousands of Mormons now residing in Utah and 
Arizona will remove to the Northwest territory. Colonies will be established 
at Abbinaboine and Alberta under the jurisdiction of Fort McLeod, where all 
the doctrines of the Mormon faith, includiog polygamy, will be taught and prac- 
tised. The colony at Fort McLeod is under the superintendency of a former 
member of the British Columbia legislature who resigned his_seat in that 
body to become a Mormon bishop. The government authorities at Ottawa, 
as well as the governor royal and his advisory council, are severely criticized 
by the masses and classes of the northwest for their failure to prevent the 
spread of the evils growing out of the open practice of polygamy at the first 
McLeod colony. Protests were to-day forwarded to Ottawa and Regina 
against the proposed establishment of more colonies, and if measures are not 
adopted at once by the authorities to head off the movement, the people will 
take the matter in their own hands.—[The foregoing despatch is given to our 
readers simply because it serves to illustrate the unreliability of reports con- 
cerningthe “Mormons” and their affairs. President Woodruff visited the Saints 
in Canada just as he visits others in other places, and for like purposes, that 
is, to preach the gospel to them, inquire into their prosperity, and give any 
counsel needed. His visit has ao such significance as the despatch alleges. It 
appears to have been written by some rabid anti-Mormon in the usual sensa- 
tional style to please a class of people who, like himself, love a lie—Ep.]
